THE JEWS OF THE HOLY LAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I have great pleasure in asking your permission to return to 
the subject of the Jews of the Holy Land, more especially as your corres- 
pondent ‘“‘ A Jew,” who prefers the protection of a pseudonym to the more 
manly course of signing his name to his letter, has taken me to task on 
some of the details relating to the Alms-houses and the Mill at Jerusalem, 
and the Montefiore Garden at Jaffa. 


There is nothing in the letter of “ A Jew” which requires a detailed 
reply. My visit to the Holy Land may have been short, but [ used my 
five senses and also collected the evidence of reliable people. The six alms- 
houses which I reputed as empty, were not, as supposed by him, under 
repair, for they had been built and finished two years and a half, before my 
visit, and had never been occupied. The degradation of the Mill at Jeru- 
salem and the Montefiore Garden at Jaffa are, notwithstanding his 
defence of such practices, vivid examples of misuse of power and oppor- 
tunity, and I can but repeat the words I used ina former letter of mine, 
‘that these institutions remain as monuments of a noble desire, but are none 
the less distorted from their original design, so as to have become of evil 
influence rather than of good.” 


I have in ‘my communications to you purposely avoided mentioning 


much that might give pain to or wound the susceptibilities of any memb:r of 


the community, but on the other hand I have been obliged to refer to cir- 
cumstences which are necessarily opposed to the views and opinions enter- 
tained byjmany, who, having enjoyed certain cherished beliefs all their lives, 
hardly appreciate the necessity of the introduction of reforms. Feeling so 
strongly, I cannot help speaking rather strongly, especially upon the 
general question, and as it is apparent that the necessity of repeating my 
own opinions is now hardly necessary, I beg permission to refer to recent 
letters from Jerusalem, and to other curroborative evidence to show that I 
have not over-estimated the serious position of affairs iz the Holy Land. 


The following under date of June 17th, is from a well-informed 
person: “Je suis etonné de voir comment les Israclites anglais se laissent 
duper dune maniére la plus abominable. Je vous ai ecrit quil n'yavait 
aucune idce dune famine Jerusalem; il n’evistait pas ancune famine dans 
toute la Palestine.” | | 

It was only yesterday I received a remarkable letter dated 3rd July, 
from some of the Chachamim of Jerusalem, inclading the chief, in which 


‘after thanking me (forsooth !) for the articles I have written, they recom- 


mend to my notice an emissary of theirs now in England on a cvllecting 
tour, but they make no mention whatever of a famine or even of a scarcity 
of food, which to say the least isa significant omission. They write: “ We 
were informed that the people of England are more prepared to help the 
poor of this city than to forward the design of our messenger and we entreat 
yoo to assist us that through your influence we may hope at Jast to obtain 
respectable buildings and we look for support to the English for the carry- 
.ing out of our parposes.” Comment upon this is not necessary ; and it 
would be well that the Board of Deputies or any other Association stirs 


itself af once to send out, in conjunction with the representatives of other 
European communities, a commission dele to examine and reform the 


administration of charity in the East, so that the present unsatisfactory 
and pernicious system of levying and distributing alms be swept away 
entirely. | 
In your report in last week’s Chronicle of the transactions of the 
Board of Deputies, who met to consider Col. Gawler’s scheme, a letter was 
read from the Secretary of the Palestine Exproredow Fund, which, as a 
piece of independent testimony gleaned from the observations of its officers 
in Palestine, is most valuable; and, with your permission, 1 will conclude 
my letter by quoting it. Mr. Besant says: “1 quite agree with you that 
preference in Palestine should be given to the Jews as a matter of right, 
and that the present system of almsgiving should be modified. We are 
all familiar with the accounts given of people in Jercsalem, who have lived 
all their lives on alms, but we are not inclined always to remember that it 
is in the nature of things for charity to be abused. We have pauperized 
a great part of London ourselves. It is not to be wondered at if a part 


of Jerusalem should have been pauperized by the indiscriminate and pious © 


charity of the wealthier Jews.”— Yours obediently,

WESTERN SYNAGOGUE ELECTION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 7 


Sir,—From your report of the election of minister for the Western 
Synagogue it appears that Dr. Adler complained “that neither the 
vacancy, nor the names of the candidates had been officially communicated 
to him”; and further, “that he would not consent to any one being 
appointed without his having previously submitted himself for examination 
and had received from him a certificate of competency.” 

Now, sir, I believe this is the first notification of any public remon- 
strance being made against the election of a chazan, or of any examination 
being necessary, prior to becoming a candidate for that office.* It is 
satisfactory to find that the attention of the proper constituted authority 
has at last been awakened to the system which has for years past prevailed 
—of permitting any young man taken from the Free School and other 
establishments to perfurm the sacred office, and to officiate on the mere 
qualifications of Hebrew reading (and that not always correct) combined 
with an agreeable voice. 

Mr. David Woolf's proposition was consistent and proper. The elec 
tion should have been postponed, until all the candidaces had been 
examined by the Chief Rabbi. To question the authority of the Chief 
Rabbi on so important a subject is an attempt to lessen the dignity of the 
spiritual head of the commanity, and ought not to be tolerated by any con- 
gregation placed under his charge. 

I do not intend to enter into the sacred duties required by a chazan— 
one who stands in the presence of our Heavenly Father to pray and sup- 
plicate for his congregation—of his grave responsibilities, expressed in the 
prayer on the Day of Atonement; bat let us ask, whether something more 
than a knowledge of Hebrew and the festival tunes is the only requirement 
to impress upon the mind and heart a proper regard for public worship. 

The declaration of Dr. Adler is a move in the right direction, and it 
is to be hoped that the becoming deference due to constituted authority 
will be respected, however distasteful to the self-assamed reverend candi- 
dates, or the parties interested in the election.

BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR CF THE JEWISH CIRONICLE. 


Sin,—Are we to have adequate accommodation for publie worship— 
is a question continually asked by the residents of Bayswater; it is bigh 
time the inhabitants of this district should be informed of the intention of 
those capable of dealing with this subject, as the matter has hitherto been 
agitated unsuccessfully. Daily applieants are tarned away, and are told 
that seats are unobtainable; and if y:u would know how many have been 
thus treated, you might learn with surprise that over one hundred intend- 
ing worshippers have been summarily dismissed. Linglish people are very 
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religious ; why then should we Jews, as s national section, be unwilling to 
foster the same commendable feeling? The first consideration with our 
neighbours seems to be the erection of religions institutions in new and 
inviting localities, in many instances even anticipating the necessity tor 
them, while we Jews resort to the very opposite course, 
Union, as I understand, tends to preserve us from destruction ; it 
preserves relations of peace among communities, which when divided is 
apt to be arrayed against one another in perpetual strife; it is this very 
division we should most particularly avoid; in its stead we sheuld endea- 
vonr to be a united people with a united synagogue, If the words 
“ Union and Unity” are to be considered as mere hackneyed expressions, 
the sooner they are dismissed from our discussions on this subject the 
vetter. Presuming the assertion to be correct as to the number of appli- 
cants for seats in the synagogue, it must be admitted that until this 
pressing want is supplied, grave, very grave responsibility rests some- 
where, The Council are capable of remedying this growing evil, as 
they are the recipients of « large annual contribution or balance from the 
Bayswater community; then why not devote some or all of it, or more if 
requisite, either in enlarging the present edifice or rebuilving it ? 

Past experience teaches us that the best efforts of our opponents to 
the measure have been directed ‘how not to do.” Will no one arise to 
counteract the success of the party who havo persistently set themselves in 
opposition to. many persons, who are anxions for themselves and their 
families to procure a place for religious worship and instrnetion ? Con- 
necting our past with cur present history, 
blessings to arise from our dispersion, our missionary character, and our 
destivy to teach mankind the truth, I think we should jealonsly watch all 
the avenues to learning, so as to be able to disseminate God’s Holy Word 
in purity. ‘To do so, we especially need the aid of the “synagogue ;” as its 
derivation implies “ sun, together, ago, to lead:” so that under one able 
and cflicient leader, we may be able to perform, and scatter broadcast, the 
fruits so efficiently incnicated in our pulpit. | 

Our sphere of usefulness will not then be limited as of old to the area 


of onr land and teniple, whose desolation we now mourn. Qur temple will 


be the world, through which we shall te able to disseminate golden traths, 
al! the more precious from our practice of them; but we can only hope to 
attain this result thrcngh the instromentality of a synagogue perfectly 
‘united, not cnly here, but wherever God’s Holy Name may come, there

The Chronology of the Bible, connected with contemporaneous events of the 

Jhistory of Babylonians, Assyrians and Egyptians. By Ernest pe 

Buxses. With a Preface by A. H. Sayce, M.A., Fellow and Tutor 

of Queen’s College, Oxford. 

1874.) 

This is a book in which the most striking historical coincidences are 
songht to le established. The author, whose distinguished name is a 
guarantee for learning and research, endeavours to reconstruct the Biblical 
system of Chronology with the object of harmonizing the events recorded 
in Scripture with certain others which are preserved in the monuments and 
the traditions of Egypt and Assyria. 

“ The removal of palpable errors,” he says, “ without making the Bible 
an infallible book would render more universal the conviction that a ‘s,ood 
deposit’ of divinely revealed truths is therein contained—tbat the word of 
God is in the Bible. 

‘To remove scepticism in respect to the historical truth of Scripture is, 
certainly, an object which elicits our most hearty sympathy; though we 
do not pledge ourselves to accept the theories by which that object is sought 
to be attained. The basis upon which all M. de Bunsen’s conclusions rest, 
is twofold. He asserts that 592 years instead of 480 years must be hence- 
forth regarded as the duration of the interval between the Exodns and the 

-bnilding of the First Temple, and that moreover, the period from Adam to 
the Deluge comprixes, not 1,656 years but 8,225 years! Dealing first with 
the latter hypothesis, he attempts to prove that the period in question was 
deliberately shortened in the times of Ezra for dogmatic purposes. Accord- 
ing to M. de Bunsen’s theory the lives of the patriarchs from Adam till the 
Flood, in reality, represent distinct periods which, if added together, will 
give a grand total of 3,225 years. 
basis for a computation of the messianic era, that total was diminished by 
deducting the number of years which each patriarch is recorded to have 
lived contemporaneously with the one son he is said to have begotten. The 
revenly years which Jeremial: predicted, would elapse between the destruc- 
tion of the first and the building of the second Temple were interpreted 
symbolically to mean 7( jnbilees, or 3,500 years. And, asthe earth was to 
last 7,000 years, it necessarily followed that the creation of the world dated 
3,500 years before. Hence, in order to establish the first period of 3,500 
years, the time intervening between Adam and the Deluge was shortened 
to 1,656 years—allowing 70 years for the duration of the Creation. The 
second hypothesis is shown tu be correct because, by assuming it, all the 
synchronisms required between the histories of the Hebrews, Assyrians, 
Babylonians and Egyptians is obtained. Some very remarkable assertions 
and striking results are met with in the development of this portion of the 
subject. The birth of Shem, according to M, de Bunsen’s theory, is to be 
“ethnically ” interpreted as representing the capture of Babylon by the 

Medes in 2458, n.c., as recorded by Berosus; and this date is made the 

starting peint of Hebrew chronology. The departure of Abraham and his 

family from Haran in Mesopotawia is, likewise, not to be urderstood as a 


simply domestic event. It is, on the contrary, the record of the migration 


of a powerfal tribe. For in 1,995 nc., the date of this migration (we

After the deity Lagamer, he 

might have been called Kudur Lagamer, and thus be identical with the 

Chedorlaomer of Scripture. The accession of this Elamite, and therefore 

foreign, king was probably the cause of the migration of Abraham and the 

tribes of which he was the leader. Next, the startling conclusion js . 
arrived at that the bondage of I-rael in Egypt, must have commenced not 

later than thirty years after Abraham’s leaving Mesopotamia! Doubtless, 

this result agrees well with M. de Bunsen’s dates, but it is difficult to 

reconcile it with the fact that at that time there happened to be no Israelites 

to enslave! Probably, this objection is to be answered by pointing ont 

that it was “ Hebrews” and not “ Israelites’? who were serving their 

Egyption masters. But surely the Bible, whose historical authority 

generally M. de Bunsen admits, distinctly designates the slaves as “ the 

children of Israel.” 

Working out his system of chronology, M. de Bunsen identifies 
Joseph with the Isafents of the Egyptian monuments ; the Pharaohs of 
Abraham and Joseph as belonging to the dynasty of the Hyksos or 
shepherd-kings, of whom the Hebrews, called “ the lepers” were the allies, 
and with whom they were “ ethnically ” connected—and in Amenophis I., 
he recognises the Pharaoh of the Exodus. There is much in tho 
demonstration of M. de Bunsen’s theories that is purely conjectural ; 
and not a jittle too, which, however ingenions it may be, sayours somewhat 
of the fantastic. But the conclusions which are obtained are very remerkably 
rignificant, and appear to us most interesting, however much we may demnr 
to the foundation upon which they are based. The contemporary reigns 
of the kings of Israel and Judah with those of the kings of Assyria, 
Babylonia and Egypt, as required by the Bible, can all be reconciled. Tho 
year 711 5.c. becomes the fourteenth year of Hezekiah; the year of that 
king's illness and recovery ; the year of his reception of the embassy from 
Merodach Baladin ; the year of the first campaign of Sargon against Ash- 
dod and Judah; and also the date—established or probable—of four other 
important events in secular history. 

Among other notable results, it is ingenionsly shown from the meaning 


“of the’ words that “ Darins ” and “ Artaxerxes” were originally not proper 


names, but titles like the “Pharaoh” of the Egyptians. These two titles, 
it is conjectured, may have been given to the Darius who is distinguished 
as ‘ Hystaspes,” and it was, probably, that monarch who was the Ahasuerus 
of Scripture. His fall name was Hystaspes Vashtaspa, and with it is con- 
nected Vashti—the wife of Vash. Esther or Hadasseh is the game as 
Atossa, the queen-mother of Xerxes in the “ Persians’? of Alschylus. It 
follows, that Ezra’s mission to Jerysalem took place in the seventh year 
of Hystaspes, and not, as has hitherto been assumed, in the seventh of 
Artaxerxes Longimanus. Hystaspes was the king and Esther the qneen 
when Ezra, and after him Nehemiah, were appointed governors of Jerusalem. 

The first feast of Purim was celebrated in 510 n.c. Nehemiah became 
governor eight years after Mordecai’s elevation, and held the office twelve 
years, ‘ The last date of an historical event recorded in the Old Testa- 
ment is that of his last journey to Jerusalem in the thirty-second year of 
the king, that is in 490, when after the loss of the battle of Marathon 
Hystaspes had lost his influence in Europe and probably in Syria.” 

When it is added that M, de Bunsen enunciates the theory (which has 
been confirmed by Prof. Miller of Basel), that the Hebrews came from a 
mixed stock of Japhethites and Hamites, and that he assigns the birth of 
Jesus to the fourteenth year before the common era, we shall have noted 
the chief marvels of the book. | 

But we can convey no idea of the vast learning that it displays aod 
but a very faint notion of the ingenuity and the thought with which the 
hypotheses have been conceived and worked out. The volume will doubt- 
less receive, as it deserves, wide and deep attention, and though the 
theories it embodies are not, in our opinion, “ advanced to the dignity of 
facts,” we yet regard it favourably as a satisfactory example of what a

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We may venture to congratulate ourselves on the accuracy ot the 
foreign correspundence of this journal, of one important item of which a 
corroboration has just been received. Our Bucharest correspondent denied 
the accuracy of the statements in the letter sent to Sir F. H. Goldsmid 
from Bakau in Moldavia (and published in the Telegraph), and he gave 
particulars which are confirmed (though no confirmation was necessary), 
almost ipsissimis verbis by the special correspondent of the Telegraph. We 
reproduce portions of the article of our cotemporary, as we think it con- 
tains matter of great interest. The correspondent of the Telegraph says: 

On the 19th of last month a letter addressed to Sir Francis H. Goldsmid, 
and emanating from 8. Bergmann, of Bakau, Moldavia, was published in the 
coluinns of the Daily Telegraph. The communication was in the nature of an 
appeal to the influential Israelites of Western Europe against the enforcement 
of the Roumanian Liquor Law, a regulatory and prohibitive measure enacted 
by the Legislative Assemblies, and confirmed by the reigning Prince in due 
‘course, conformably with the praxis obtaining in constitutionally governed 
countries, The letter made out a piteous case enough, describing, with Oriental 
magniloquence, the sufferings inflicted upon thousands of families by the operation 
of the law in question. There can be no doubt at all that the prohibitory part 
of the statute complained of has proved a heavy hardship to the Jewish dramshop- 
keepers, who, I have no reason to doubt, are quite as numerous as they are 
alleged to be by S. Bergmann, But the petition addressed to Sir Francis Goldsmid 
by this person—respecting whose character and pursuits I have made strict 
inquiry of persons, not of Roumanian origin, but of high respectability and 
credibility, who are in a position to furnish me with trustworthy information 
concerning hiin—is disfigured by errors and inaccuracies which, in common jus- 
tice to the Roumanian Government, [ feel it to be my duty to correct. In doing 
so, let me premise that I make use .of absolutely indisputable documentary 
evkdeniesthe official translation into English of the Liquor Law referred to— 
and of the no less authoritative assurances made to me in person by the Minister 
President and the Minister of Foreign Affairs, both of whom have honoured me 


are mere hyperbole. The Roumanians, especially those who make the laws, are 
not in the least like wild beasts, whether in human or other form. They are for 
the most part very amiable, light-hearted, superticial, and somewhat frivolous 
people, extremely averse to taking or giving trouble, not particularly strict in 
their morals, nor elevated in their notions of honour and truthfulness, But they 


are the last people in the world to be accused with justice of tyranny, being, ia’ 


fact, easy-going to an extent highly prejudicial tu their own interests, The 
enactment of the Liqnor Law was forced upon the present Government by being 
converted—as the measures are in this young country—into a political and 
party matter. A grievance to the alcohol-retailing Jews, it will very probably 
be repealed or at least materially modified, within three months from this time. 
The measure may be an error—it is certainly not an infamy. There are real 
Jewish grievances here, to which I shall draw public attention. This Liquor 
Law is the least of them, and it will soon be remedied, : 
The correspondent of the Telegraph thus explains the Eighth Clause 
of the Liquor Law in the same sense as our own correspondent; and, like 
him, absolutely denies that a Jew who breaks the law is liable to imprison- 
ment in chains—the penalty being only fine and incarceration for a short 
period, 
‘The efforts made to obtain early and accurate information and to give 
it to the public in these columns claim the confidence of our brethren, and 
we urge them whether as individuals or as associations to avoid a too 
implicit or a too impetuous reliance on non-official assertions which have 
not the advantage of the cautious and experienced tests of the press, 


In a second letter the Telegraph correspondent who we fear sees the 
matter through rose-coloured spectacles, says : 

That those who exaggerate the Jewish wrongs (of which there are enough 
and to spare in this and other countries), although they may be, and frequently 
are, animated by the kindest intentions, do the Jews an extremely ill-service, 
and retard indefinitely the amelioration in their condition which, were the case 


fairly stated to the Roumanian Government could not but accrue in the natural | 


course of events. 

After highly approving of the constitutional character and good 
intentions of the present cabinet, which keeps out the extreme Radicals, 
the deadly enemies of the Jews, he adds: 

I can assert with all possible seriousness my belief that the Catarigu-Borescu 
Cabinet is disposed to retnedy, by degrees and with consideration for the peculiar 
institutions of Roumania, all the evils from which the Israelites, native and 

foreign, at present suffer. It would be well if the benevolent societies which 
exert themselves so earnestly on the behalf of the sufferers could be persuaded 
to suspend their efforts for a short space, and give the present Ministry a chance 

- of unembarrassed action ; for it is but too certain that the constant and harassing 
intervention fof their agents is highly prejudicial to the interests of their 
tégés. |

: coute ; amiable and thoroughly estimable enthusiasts, who, whilst sparing no 
pains to befriend and aid their clients, are more dangerous enemies to them than 
the Reddest of the Reds. They are constantly hampering tho G »vernment’s hands, 
and driving it into unpleasant quarters, so that it dues not dare to take the very 
measures in behalf of which they are most inflexibly urgent, lest its political foes 
senna Mage the country against it, and brand it with treachery tu the national 
interests, 

The Telegraph correspondeut mentions the existing Jewish disabilities 
as follows: ; 

1. No right to purchase real estate ; but many Jews own house property in 
towns, and vineyards attached to villas belonging to them in the suburbs of 
Jassy and other provincial cities. These they have acquired in a regular and 
legal manner, observing all the forms exacted by the code of civil law ; and are 
as indisputably possessed of thein as any English landowner is of his real 
estate. The Jews may not purchase or acquire in any way the ownership of 
landed§property in the rural districts ; and the cause of this prohibition is the 
accurate knowledge possessed by the Roumanians themselves that not only are the 
former people infinitely superior to them in intelligence, but in wealth and 
administrative capacity. The Boyards, as it is, can do nothing save by the 
agency of the Jews, who transact,all their business for them. If one gentle- 
man wishes to purchase land or produce of another he negotiates by a Jew who 
ultimately gets a commission out of both. 2. The Jew has no right to ‘exercise 
the profession of jurisprudence, This prohibition can scarcely be otherwise 
described than as wilfully, stupidly oppressive, There is confessedly, no legal 
excuse or even pretext for ita enforcement. It is the offspring of dull, dunder- 
headed prejudice. There are Jewish gentlemen iu this very city, of the highest 
respectability and most brilliant attainments, who have their degrees as Doctors 
of Laws, and who are precluded from exercising their. profession, and virtually 
condemned to idleness, by this senseless law. I am Lewover, emboldened to 
hope that its repeal will be amongst the earliest of the coming reforms now 
under Governmental consideration. 3. The Jow has no right to cultivate, 
manufacture, or sell tobacco. The manufacture and sale of tobacco are a Govern 
ment monopoly and the debits de tabac are granted (or should be, were corrup— 
tion not an integral parts of administrative institutions here) to widows of 
Government officials, of officers, and other functionaries who are supposed to 
have “deserved well of their country.” 4, The Jew has no right to manufac- 
ture or sell spirituous liquors. With this prohibition I dealt at some length in 
my recent letter ; and can only repeat that, though the Liquor Law is manifestl 
out of keeping with the Constitutional principles of Government upon which 
Roumania bases her claim to run alone, | do not see how the Government, acting 
in the genuine interest of the Rouman race, could avoid the promulgation of that 
measure. 5. The Jew cannot exercise the franchise. This disability is not so 
utter as it professesto be. In towns, and under certain conditions, the Jews 
can exercise the franchise ; he can vote at municipal elections, and his right in 

this respect will shortly be fully regulated. It is asserted that the Jew cannot 
be employed in any capacity whatever by the Government. I am enabled to 
contradict this upon the authority of the Minister-President, M. Lascar Catarigu, 
a gentleman of whom even his most vebement political opponents speak with 
respect. ‘The Government, at the present moment, employs Jewish gentlemen 
as inedical officers of .State, and amongst the active officers of the Army ; al- 
though I ain informed that none have risen above company rank. In fact, the 
employment or von-employment of the Jew by the Christian in concrete and clearly 
defined capacities depends much more upon the will or choice of the former, 
than upon any parti pris of the latter. ok 

The intelligence, sobriety, thrift, adaptability of the Jew are 80 immeasurably 
superior to those of the Rou:nan that the Jew, as a rule, finds it mach more 
retmunerative to deal with the Rouman, to act as his agent, to buy from him 
and sell for him, than to serve him for regular wages. And this is a fact worthy 
of especial notice. As soon as the Jew—such as he may be found in Bucharest, 
for instance, to the number of 20,000 or so—chooses to forsake the grotesque 
garb and coiffure which so strikingly distinguish him from his Christian com- 
patriots in the rural districts, and assumes the dress, manners, and notions of 
the native Roumanian, the latter makes not the least distinction between him 
and his Orthodox, Catholic, or Protestant compatriot. Some of my oldest friends 
amongst the Boyards, who are proudest of their names and lineages, count 
Roumanian Jews amongst their most intimate friends, and associate with thein 
in the most open and cordial Inanner, I have been introduced socially, to 
Jewish gentleman, natives. of and residents in Bucharest, haute volée, In the 
country, of course, it is different. There the Jew keeps up all those exterior 
features which mark him out as one belonging to a race apart, and produce a 
disagreeable effect alike upon cultivated and ignorant persons. Were he, in the 
spirit of the age, to meet his Christian fellow-countrymen half way, by abandon 
ing the peculiarities which have so often provoked their unreasoning hostility 
he would do very much by his own efforts towards the abolition of his disa.

SKETCHES OF ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY. 
XXXVI. 
JEWISH VOLUNTEERS.—WRITERS ON THE JEWS. 


Martial ardour is not a quality usually ascribed to Jews. Nay, sneers 
have not been wanting as toan assumed want of bravery on the part of Jews. 
It is possible and even probable that the oppression of ages may have 
somewhat broken the spirit of the descendants of one of the most belligerent 
of ancient races, But as soon as they are, we will not say placed on an 
equality with their fellow citizens, but even treated with some toleration 
and allowed to hold a stake in their fatherland, they come forward and are 
ready to live and die for their country. Witness in our days the remark- 
able spectacle of sons of Israel reciting their prayers on the Day of Atone- 
ment in the ranks of the German army to the accompaniment of the roar 
of the guns of the maiden fortress of Metz. Witness the sight of French- 
men of the Jewish religion falling sword in hand pour la belle France in the 
plains of Champagne or within sight of the forts of beleaguered Paris, 
Witness the numerous Jews of Italy who many and many times shed their 
blood in the holy cause of Italian unity. Witness in the beginning of the 
présent century the Jews who, serving under the banners of the greatest 
conqueror of modern times, left their bones to char beneath the torrid sun of 
Spain, or to bleach on the snow-clad steppes of Russia. 


Happily, England, since the return of the Jews to its hospi- 
table shores under the Commonweslth and Restoration, has rarely 
been under the necessity of defending itself against a foreign invader 
oh its own soil. But whenever a danger real or supposed arose, 
the Jew came forward ready to bear his full share of hardship 
and danger. In the sutamn of the year 1803 England was in 
in a commotion. The Treaty of Amiens had not stopped the career of the 
“ Corsican Usurper,” and war with France had been again declared, Regular 
troops were being raised, militiamen were being drilled, and volunteers 
freely flocked to thestandard. Bellona sounded her shrill trumpet from Land’s 
End to John o’Groats. On the 19th October London wore the appearance 
of a Sunday. A fast was strictly observed, and the shops were closed. 
A number of volunteer corps paraded the city, and ten regiments attended 
divine service, filling every principal church. The corps'who had not already 
taken the oath did so on that day. ‘Ihree hundred of the most respectable 
individuals of the Jewish persuasion took the oaths to government on that 
occasion. A contemporary publication states that “‘ By an order from their 
High Priest they were prohibited from attending in our churches during the 
time of Divine Service. The High Priest, however, expressed his highest | 
concurrence to their taking the oaths of fidelity and allegiance to our king 
and country. Those gentlemen accordingly took the oaths, either upon the 
drilling grounds of their respective corps or in the vestry-room of the 
churches as circumstances required. They were sworn upon the Book of 
Leviticus instead of the New Testament.” 


On the 26th October a great burst of loyalty was displayed by the 
armed citizens of London, who were desirous of showing their sovereign 
that they were ready to shed their blood in defence of their country. A 
- general review of volunteers was witnessed in Hyde Park, by an enthusiastic 
assemblage of upwards of 200,000 spectators. ‘The King, accompanied by 
the French princes, Monsieur, the Prince of Condé, the Duke of Bourbon 
and the Duke of Berry, attended by the celebrated General Dumouriez, rode 
before the ranks amid repeated cheers, Several hundred Jews were present 
among the volunteers. His Majesty on subsequent occasions received 
different corps.separately. Once when the King was inspecting an Kast- 
end regiment in which the Jewish element predominated, he is said to have 
expressed some amused surprise on hearing from the roll-call some of the 
* -yolonteers designated by names usually borne by familiar quadrupeds, such 

as Fox, Wolf, Bear, and Lyon. . 

In England we find considerable attention devoted to the Jews by the 
ress, The history, creed, habits and language of the children of Israel 
ormed the theme of many an essay or article in English periodical litera- 

ture, In a single number of a monthly magazine published in 1810, we 
find no fewer than seven papers on the subject of the Jews. Some of these 
lucubrations treated of the spiritual condition of the Jews, principally 
lamenting their misguided obstinacy in questions of faith. Others spoke 
of mere temporal matters, 
information on the state of the Jews in England at that period. Among 
the persons who displayed great interest in Jewish affairs, we may name 
Henry Lemoine, whom we have already mentioned as the author of an 
elegy on David Levi. Henry Lemoine had been a bookseller in Bishops- 
gate Churchyard, until his business failing, he gained a precarious 
subsistence by composing verse and prose for the magazines. Shortly 
before his death Henry Lemoine obtained hospitable shelter under the roof 
of a benevolent Jew, who finding him in sore distress, generously secured 
him iv his last days from want. Henry Lemoine had become intimate with 
David Leyi, to whom he furnished books; and he wrote a short biography 
of Abrabam Goldsmid. Thus he ought to have been well conversant with 
Jewish affairs, which however he did not prove himself to be. He con- 
ceived an opinion far from favourable on the attainments of the Jews and 
on, their general condition in the country. According to him, they were 
tes moch under the control of their ecclesiastical authorities and synagogue 
wardens, The synagogue laws were too stringent snd the synagogue 
elders too high-handed. As the Jews agreed to submit their differences to 
tHeiry authorities, many arbitrary decisions were arrived at, which were not 
alivays found legal by courts of law. The Jews were generally ignorant on 
mpsf, subjects; even those connected with their own form of worship, 
| tt they knew of the Pentateuch, or of their prayers, was derived from 
collateral Fnglish translations printed with the original Hebrew; with the 
Talmud aud rabbinical writings they were utterly unacquainted, They : 
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From these writings we glean much curious | 
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were born and bred to commercial transactions; their knowledge was 
confined to such topics, and all their leisure was spent in the amusements 
of the town, visiting or walking, but always with an eye to business, 
Learned English Jews were rare, albeit there were a few such living, who 
were an ornament to society. The foreign Jews, German, Dutch or 
Portuguese, were more cultivated. No absolute agreement had been made 
between the Jewish synagogues to maintain their poor; but as the rich 
were always at hand, the poor did not perish of want, From the few trades 
the Jews followed, their industry and sobriety must have been great indeed 
to enable them to live. As their diet and ceremonies precluded them in a 
great measure from learning trades, they became dealers. Their capitals 
were small. He (Lemoine) did not think there were thirty members of 
the Great Synagogue, twenty members of the Fenchurch Street Synagogue, 
and six of the New Synagogue, who possessed above £5,000 to £6,000, 
He excepted the Portuguese Jews some of whom had brought large capitals 
into this country. He considered the Jews as a rule a poor race of people, 
whose religious and ceremonial laws had always placed an insuperable 
obstacle to their rising beyond a certain sphere in this state of existence, 

We are unable to state how much truth there was in this picture of 
the Jews of the day; certain it is that it was emphatically contradicted by 
both Jews and Christians. A writer named Atkins, who had composed a 
History of the Modern Jews, in a very kindly spirit and dedicated to Abra- 
ham Goldsmid, altogether demurred to the opinions and statements of 
Henry Lemoine. He took up the eudgels on behalf of the Jews and 
expressed a very different view on their state from that entertained by 
Lemoine. He said there were numerous respectable artisans of every 
description among them, but chiefly in the jewellery and gold and silver 
trinket department. He believed that the word jewel had been derived 
from Jew, as they were probably the first people who introduced such orna- 
ments into use, and who were then considerable dealers in jewels in the rough 
and manufactured states. However, with all deference to Mr. Atkins, we do 
not agree with his derivation of the term jewel, which we think in all proba- 
bility is derived fiom the Italian giojello; since the Florentine and 
Venetian artificers of the middle ages were celebrated far and wide for their 
cunning in the manipulation of the precious metals, and were perhaps the 
founders of modern jewellery, With reference to the Jews, Atkins con- 
sidered that notwithstanding the strictness with which most of them kept 
their Sabbath, they were by unremitting diligence and constant attention 
at least as successfal as their Christians neighbours, who worked another 
day in the week. Altogether Atkins entertained a moch higher opinion 
than Lemoine concerning the wealth as well as the intellectual attainments 
of the Jews. . 

Among the writers who displayed a warm sympathy for the Jews, at 
the period of which we are speaking, we must mention Thomas Witherby 
and William Hamilton Reid. 

The former was a retired bookseller and had always manifested a 
sincere friendship for the Jews. His opinion concerning the Jewish reli- 
gion may be gathered from the following extract of a letter addressed by 
him to Mr, Joshua Van Oven, with whom he occasionally corresponded : 
“ The Roman religion has tended to persecute both your nation and those 
Christians who are more friendly to you, because we read your Scriptures 
as well as our own. The Mahomedan religion instead of tending to this _ 
object, compels a uniformity of creed by the sword. The Jewish is the 
foundation of all true religion, and we can conceive that the Christian is the 
same being founded thereon.” Whatever may be thought of Witherby’s 
theology, there can be no question as to his kindness towards’the children 


of Israel. In 1810 andthe following year he repeatedly took up the pen 


in defence of the Jews in the public press against the attacks of intolerant 
fanaticism on the one hand, and against the wiles of the conversionists on 
the other. According to the theory of some men, their own religious 
belief is faith; the religions belief of their neighboura is superstition 
Witherby was not of that class of men; he was liberal towards all: even 
to the conversionists for whom, as aclass, he entertained a special aversion. 
Speaking of the manners of the Jews, he mildly says that in some respects 
they differ from those of Christians. He did not think the Jewish mode of 
worship} so solemn as that of Christians; and in mentioning to a Jew what 
he deemed a deviation from seriousness in the middle of prayers, he received 
the following reply: “ Ours is not a melancholy religion.” 

William Hamilton Reid was a gentleman of some literary attainments : 
and he had produced some historical works which had met with a fair 
success. Among others he had published a book called “The New San- 
hedrin and the causes and consequences of the French Emperor’s conduct 
towards the Jews.” The work was written in a most fair and impar- 
tial spirit, but he had been aconsiderablg loser by itsissue. We will quote 
his own words with reference to his relations with the Jews: “ Nevertheless 
the attention I have since received from a few enlightened individuals of the 
Jewish persuasion in this metropolis, with whom I haye had the happiness 
of being acquainted, I look upon as a source of the purest gratification 
particularly in being a witness of their integrity as men, their industry 
and ingenuity as mechanics and artists, and of their gratitude in goneral 
to Christians who do not persecute them with their ill-timed importunities 
about conversion and repentance, while so many there are of our own 
people who stand more in need of these changes themselves,” On another 
occasion William Hamilton Reid says that. the antipatnies of Jews to 
Christians were fast wearing away; that the former condemned no one for 
their faith, and did not wish to make any converts, and only required of 
their fellow-subjects to be suffered to enjoy in peace that liberty of con- 
science which Government and the Church of England liberally allowed 
them. We are also told by the same authority that the sermons of Dr. 
Hirschel frequently dwelt on the duties of universal toleration: that many 
of the wealthy Jews were found among the gubseribers to the QObristian 
charitable foundations, and that in return many Christian names appeared

| 
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among the list of donors to the new Jewish Hospital in Mile End. These 
Christians, we are assured, did not require the least interference in the 
management or education of the Jewish children there, and had no connec- 
tion whatever with the London Society, or with the missionaries who 
preached in the Jews’ Chapel, near Spitalfields. 

Among all these discussions on Jewish affairs only one Jewish writer 
makes his appearance in print, He adopted the signature of “An Unconverted 
Jew and Englishman.” According to his statement, William Hamilton 
Reid was the most accurate exponent ‘of facts referring to the Jews, and 
Henry Lemoine the least correct. Indeed, the assertions of the latter are 
said to be fall of errors, The Jews possessed five synagogues in London, 
each with its own code of regulations, which interfered no more with the 
laws of the country than the rules of an Odd-fellows’ club interfere with the 
penal code. Each synagogue had its independent code. Jews in country 
cities governed themselves without any orders from the London vestries, 
The poor were amply provided for, and upward of thirty societies existed 
for the relief of their waits, All those Jews whose circumstances per- 
mitted it subscribed liberally to Christian institutions, and at the same 


time they acknowledged in return with heartfelt gratitude the liberal 


donations of many worthy Christians to the new Hospital. 
OUR VIENNA LETTER. 


[From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. | 
VIENNA, JULY 11TH, 1874, 


For two days, the 4th and 5th inst., the Chamber of Deputies at Pesth 
has been ‘engaged in considering the petition of the Orthodox Jews con- 
cerning the special Jewish fund.* The discussions were very animated, - 


Both sections, Reformers and Orthodox, had their champion, but unfortu- 
nately the debate ended without a definite settlement. Notwithstanding this 
unsatisfactory conclusion, the result of the two days’ debate was a real 
triumph for the Hungarian Jews. All the speakers, whether on the 
ministerial or the opposition side, expressed esteem and sympathy 
towards the Jews. ‘“ It is not only in our own country,” said the deputy 
Palsky, “ but throughout Europe, I find that the Jews understand how to 
unite duty to their religion with the duty of a patriot. In England 
they are, notwithstanding their religion, thoroughly English—in France 
they are true Frenchmen—in Hungary, Hungarians.” 

I will give a brief resumé of the discussion which took place. The 
question is one of great importance for our Hungarian brethren-in- 
faith. The debate turned on a government report, which had been distri- 
buted several days before the discussion, and mainly consisted of the 
following clauses; 1st—Government only recognizes one denomination of 
Jews—viz., that which is founded on the law of Moses and the traditions 
of the Rabbins. 2nd—The Jewish Fund referred to is not to be divided. 
and it is to be administered according tothe intentions of the founder, the 


Emperor- King of Austro-Hungary being regarded as the founder. 3rd, 


The Fund is to be mainly employed for the establishment of a theological 
seminary or college, and any surplus for the improvement of the elementary 
schools of the Orthodox congregations. 4th—The amount of the Fund 
in question is fixed at two millions one hundred and twelve thousand and 
two hundred and seventy-three florins, | 

The Minister of Public Worship opened the debate by asserting that 
‘+t was a sad state of things that the Jews of the kingdom should be under 
the necessity of seeking their preachers from foreign countries—preachers 
who did not even know the language of Hungary—and that it was proper 
to put a stop to a state of affairs which was unworthy of the Government 
and of the Jewish community, He recommended the house to adopt the 
proposition he placed before them. 

The discussion which followed was at times very stormy. Several 
members opposed the Bill violently, alleging ‘that the Reformers and thie 
Orthodox were two entirely different religious bodies, and that it was 
necessary to prevent the Government from assailing freedom of conscience, 
Others maintained that the decision of the question wes not within the 
tence of Parliament, and that the matter should be relegated to the 
Others 
gested intermediate measures; and at last the House voted on the 
when the government proposition was rejected by 115 votes 
All the other {fates 

‘ected. The decision of the question is thus adjourned till the 
haa 5 : and the state of hostilities that exists between the two sec- 
tions of Hungarian Jews is consequently prolonged for some months. 
Under the first impulse of his defeat, the Minister of Public Worship, 
_M. Trefort, offered his resignation, but, at the persuasion of his colleagues, 
he withdrew it. 

Roumania bas had during the last few years the exclusive and melan- 
choly honour of representing the spirit of intolerance and persecution of 
the Jews in Europe—but it seems that Russia, jealous of this reputation, 
ie anxious to imitate the example of Roumania, and to prove to the world 
that Russian civilization has not as yet separated itself from the influences of 
Asiatic despotism. Some Galician corn merchants were travelling in Russia to 
make purchases of grain, when suddenly they received an order from the 
police to leave that empire. It was only at the instances of the Austrian 
Ambassador that they were allowed to remain until they had completed 
their business, and they were told at the same time that in future it would 
be impossible for him to interfere, as the Russian law expressly forbade 
any foreign Jew to sojourn in the country for business purposes, and that 
it was only at the option of the government to make exceptions, In

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consequence of this affair, the Chamber of Commerce of Brody sent a 
petition to the Austrian Government to seek a remedy for this injustice 
which threatens to ruin the entire trade of Galicia. the Chamber com- 
plains that the Russian law in question presents the most striking con- 
trast with the wholely unshackled iberty of trading which Russian traders 
enjoy in the Austrian dominion, that the law is in contradiction to the 
liberal tendency of our age which has declared against exceptional legisla- 
tion directed against freedom of conscience ; and that it is also opposed to 


‘the exertions made in all directions to facilitate and promote commerce, 


The Chamber moreover adds that even Christians who happen to have 
German names are exposed to the tricks of the police, because they are 
taken for Jews, All the othe: Chambers of Commerce have been invited 
to support the petition of the Chamber of Commerce of Brody. 

On the second of this month took place at Pesth the faneral of 
one of our coreligionists, who by his htlanthtopy and rare modesty 
attracted general esteem, This was Mr. Fochs. Five years ago an 
anonymous benefactor presented the congregation with a house intended 
as an orphanage, The secret has been unveiled by the hand of desth. It 
was Mr. Fochs who gave the generous present under the condition that 


during his life time his name should be kept secret. He has bequeathed © 


large legacies to all the charitable institutions of Pesth, Jewish and Chris- 
tian. He has left 300,000 florins for the erection of an institution for the 
education of Jewish deaf mute children; but the institution is to bear not bs 
name, but the names of his deceased parents. He ordered that his funere] 
should be conducted as simply as possible and that there should be no 
singing or addresses at his grave and even that his hearse should be drawn 
by only two horses. He begged that the day and hour fixed for his 
burial should not be advertised; and though these conditions were scru- 
pulously observed, yet the crowd that gathered to render the last tribute 
of respect to his remains was immense—all persons of distinction in Pesth 
assembled to do honour to the memory of a man who has unquestionable 


claims to the gratitude of his fellow citizens and of posterity. - 


On the 14th of the month a new Orphan Asylum was publicly dedi- ' 
cated at Vienna, All the heads of the Jewish community and several 


gentlemen high in office were present at the ceremony. The asylom is 
intended for forty girls; but as the pecuniary resources of the institution 
are at present inadequate for that number, only seventeen have been 


received. Herr Joseph Wertheimer, the President of the Orphan Charity, 


delivered a very impressive address on the occasion and expressed a hope 
that the institution would soon be in possession of sufficient 
means to enable its managers to carry ‘ont its benevolent 
purpose—the purpose of replacing, as far as human means can 
do.so, the great loss that the poor children have sustained. Persons 
naturally ask how it was that suflicient money was found to build a grand 
asylum for blind children—an asylum for which fortunately it is difficult 
to find any inmates, while up to the present there is not an asyl@m in 
Vienna for orphan boys at all—apd the resources of the institute just 
founded for orphan girls are so lamentably straightened. Let us hope 
that this does not proceed from vanity—from a desire of doing something 
unnsual, extraordinary and superfluous, 


DISSENSIONS AT DAMASCUS. 


The Damascus correspondent of the Levant Herald writing on the 
27th ult., says:~ Mr. Wood has had a very busy time of it at Damascus, 
aud among things he has been acting the part of peacemaker amoug the 
Jews. For many months past, they have been divided into two factions 
about the choice of a Haham (Chief Rabbi.) When the tumult was at its 
greatest, and officials were reaping an abundant harvest of bribes for their 
favour and influence on either side, all were hushed dumb by the death of 
the chief leader on one side. Sach deaths are interpreted as judgments by 
the superstitious peoples, and all were terrified by the blow. A suspension 
of hostilities followed but no reconciliation. Mr. Wood, however, has 
brought together the discordant factions, and it is hoped that a lasting 
peace will be the result. The Jews of Damascus set so good an example 
in thrift and care for their own poor, and in the absence cf the more heinous 
crimes, that it is a pity their small community should appear as a house 
divided against itself.

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THE EDUCATIONAL MISSION OF JUDAISM, 


We believe that the intrinsic merit, earnest tone and important subject 
of the letters which, under the signature of JeHupAH, have recently 
‘appeared from time to time in our columns will command attention without 
any editorial recommendation. According to the extremely hackneyed 
adage, without which a few years ago no post-prandial speech was con- 
sidered complete; “ good wine needs no sack.” Letters of this character, 
whether readers agree with the opinions they propound or not, are credit- 
able to a class journal and to the community which it represents, and are 
expressions of the influezce of thought which it is the duty of an en- 
lightened Press to promote. Such letters contrast favourably with the 
puny lucubrations of writers on puny matters with which editors of 
Jewish and other class journals have occasionally to struggle. Yet, while 
thanking Jenopan for the able and earnest manner in which he deals with 
a problem of vital moment, we would caution him aod those who may 
ollow inthis wake front entering too ‘minutely into detail at this stagefor 


| the question : first, because the principles of which Jenvpan is the advocate 


have not yet been accepted ; and secondly, because, a fortiori, the propriety 
of giving practical embodiment to those principles has not been recognised. 
We flatter ourselves that our correspondent and those who think with him 
will not blame us, but will rather be disposed to approve, if we manifest 
interest in their propositions by indicating what we consider weak points. 


} One weak point we have already ventured to indicate is a result of circum- 


stance—the difficulty of obtaining the right men in the right place on 
such an Education Board as is desirable. The second weak point is the 
tendency in the minds of some men to particularize before the work of 
generalization is complete. 

We make these remarks because we confess we read with some 
alarm the schedule of proposed text books with which Jruvpan’s 
communication terminates. Judaism is, if we may say this without being 
paradoxical—not a religion of dogma. It is an emotion rather than a 
fabric, It is not as are other faiths, made up of anumber of creeds which 
form by their combination the nature, the essence, the life of such faiths ; 
without which—nay, without one of which, they cannot exist—the loss of 
asingle member changing the old creed into a new sect, or establishing 
the nucleus of a new sect. No, Judaism in its broad sense permeates the 
mind like the ethereal light permeates the world. We apprehend that 
difficulties might arise from what (except in not having a catechismal form) 
would be acatechism of Judaism. Many books, professing to be text-books 
of our religion, have been issued, Some are written with ability—some 
show unquestionable erudition, But are they satisfactory? The truth 
is, we opine, that Judaism is a very simple faith, fenced round and, so to 
speak, held in place in this material world, by its institutions. . Indeed, it is 
difficult to say how much a man mnst believe in order to be a Jew—or how 
little he may believe and yet be a Jew. And this is true as to practice also, 
Our Protestant and Catholic friends readily deny the solemn congregational 
communion which is the cynosure of their respective creeds to men who do 
not think or act like they think or act. Not sowe Jews. It must go hard 
with a man before he deny that heisa Jew. The charitable feeling 
of the majority of the community repudiated more than a quarter of 
a century ago a so-called excommunication which, by the way, was not an 
excommunication at all. We earnestly, very earnestly, advise those who 
have at heart the practical promotion of real Jewish education, not to 
evoke trouble before itis necessary. It would certainly be strange sea- 
manship to disturb the waters just before a new craft js launched, 

And let us distinctly guard against another danger. The last letter 


_of our gifted correspondent indicates in no uncertain language a missionary 


duty for Judaism, Take the spirit of his words as one may—+that is the 
effect of his words. Of course we know that Judaism is the world’s silent 
Missionary. But like other indications of "God's love for man its mission- 
ary work is ‘‘ unseen though not unfelt.” The saving truths, the revela- 
tions of Divine will, the lessons of life, the relations of society, family, law 
and policy, the way in which men may be righteously happy in this world 
and joyfully hopeful of happiness in the world to come; these things were 
all taught by the inspired lawgiver who received them from the Heavenly 
Father ; and by the prophets and sages who have carried on the lesson which 
is being every day completed by the living evidence of Jewish history and 
the existence of the Jews and their institutions. But this is not mission 
work in the sense in which Professor Max Mutter desires to fix it on the 
modern Jews. We know—indeed we believe that the truth was first boldly 
urged in these columns—that Science, in her social, judicial, political, and 
even physical branches, is gradually—slowly ‘but surely—recognizing the 
traths of the faith, and the wisdom of the practices, of the Jews. But “the 
Lord is fighting for us, and we maybe still!” We know that wisdom 
will one day “cover the world as the waters cover the sea;” but as the 


Psalmist told us, we may “ commit our way to the Lord, and He will bring 


it to pass,” | 
We see, it is true, instances of disinteg ration around us in the Christian 
world, The Western, or as it is usually called, Roman Catholic Church 
which at one time prided itself on its oneness, its uniformity ; and which 
(excepting the political rather than religious schism of the Gallican 
Church) had not known division for centuries; is splitting into sects, 
Germany, the great field of religious disputation, the battle-ground of 
creeds, finds at least two hostile Catholic banners on its soil, Protestantism 
long divided into sects, now openly admits that there are divisions in what 
was once the great fortress of Uniformity—the Church of England, A 
solemn Senate thinks it not below its dignity, and necessary for the safety 
of the national church, to make provisions to protect itself against the ex- 
tremely important procedure of priests who stand on the south side of an 
altar instead of the east side; who adorn themselves in green copes and 
white albs instead of in sober black ; and who dress their little choir boys in 
white nightgowns instead of permitting them to present their innocent 
jackets and shirt-fronts to the ecclesiastical world! And amore important 
division is riving the Christian world, till a chasm threatens 
—a chasm that may undermine the feebler side of the yawning 
gulf-—that side, the “ rock” on{which the Church is built. For it would 
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be falre delicacy to conceal the fact that never has Judaism more per- 
sistently denied the divinity of Jesus of Nazareth than does Christianity 
herself. Even, Christianity in the person of men who style themselves 
Christian clergymen, who preach in Christian churches, and who with 
delicious toleration and exquisite Christian charity of spirit, take the pay 
proffered by Christian congregants, Writers, professedly Christians, 
deliberately express in magazines and other pages their denial of the funda- 
mental point of a Christian’s creed. Saint Tuomas, who denied his master ; 
Saint Persr, who rejected him thrice ere the cock crew; have thousands of 
prototypes in the community of which they were apostolic leaders, Who 
amongst us that has Christian friends has not heard from them, perhaps 
openly, perhaps confidentially—perhaps boldly, perhaps timorously, but not 
the less positively—a denial of belief in the essential centreon which Chris- 
tianity turns? Latitudinarianism grows very latitudinarian. Liberty of 
faith is extending into license, and men have arrived at an anomalous crisis 
in which Christians professing different creeds call themselves members 
of the same church—and men not recognizing the creed of a Church at al! 
declare themselves to be its ministers. 

The old Armenian Church which has also so long enjoyed tranquillity 
and uniformity, and which probably by its union maintained itself in the 
uncongenial atmosphere of Constantinople, has split into two factions—one 
veering towards Rome and dependence ; the other towards self-rule and 
independence. | 


Nor is the East where Islam or Brahmanism reigns, more tranquil: 


In India itself new lights are dawning, new phases of faith are develop- | 


ing, old beliefs are set aside, Changing lights are flitting amidst the 
settled mists of an atmosphere which had been changeless for ages. In 
Persia, the ancient stronghold of one form of Islam, a new force called 
Babism is straggling into strength; and as it bears in its breast the 
elements of a truth, it will not be suppressed. , 
We grant all this, The world is in the first phase of a religious revolu- 
tion, differing from all other religious revolutions which modern times have 
beheld. We have new elements of a revolution in our midst, Unbelief in 
creed, formerly the peculiarity of the atheist or the rebel, is now boldly pro- 
fessed by peaceable, orderly men. Blind belief, formerly the qualifica- 
tion of the ignorant and the fanatic, is now professed by enlightened, 
learned and sober persons, Toleration of other creeds, a specially Jewish 
virtue, hitherto a characteristic of Judaism exclusively, stands boldly and 
strongly amidst all the disturbed, discordant and divergent forms of faith 
or want of faith—and is the only common platform to which all men are 
gradaally tending. Even from this Ultramontanism and Atheism, the two 
most intolerant phases of the mind, are not excepted. The world is perhaps 
veering to a new creed; or to mary new creeds. But it is not on this 
account the Jews should interfere or set forward the standard of their faith,. 
Those who imagine that Dr. Hermann Apter urged this proposition 
strangely misunderstood him or -misinterpret him. There is es vast a 
‘difference between the silent mission work of Judaism properly understood, 
and the mission work which some of its enemies and some of its friends would 
attribute to it; as between the Man who by a blameless life, by active 
charity and by fulfilment of duty renders himself an Example and thus 
indirectly manifests the Beauty of his Faith—and the mercenary and 
highly salaried soul-snatcher who tries to propagate his faith by decoying 
ignorant children, silly girls and starving foreigners amidst the applause of 
gulls in country meeting houses and of those now celebrated male and 
female old women of Exeter Hall to whom we hare endeavoured to give 
immortality in our columns, The one is a holy Witness—the other is a 
vulgar Touter. The one is of the order of a Manasseh ben Israel, or a 
Maimonides; the other belongs to the ranks of a Stiggins or a Chadband. 
| We are told that “one of the most eminent—perhaps the most 
eminent—Jewish educationalist in onr midst has declared that he can 
deliver a course of moral and ethical instruction that shall satisfy the 
scruples of all Christian denominations.” And our correspondent goes on 


to say ‘this is no idle boast; for the ethics of Judaism are the ethics of 


the civilized world.” Alas no! Not yet, Let us take but one instance- 
It is a salient example. The necessity of work is an essential portion of 
Jewish ethical philosophy. Labour, which according to Disragui 
“ ennobles man,” is, in the Jewish idea, one form of absolute holiness. No 
man, according to Scripture—if we read the Decalogue aright—should live 
without work. This view is supported by the precepts of our Sages and 


by the examples of their lives. How different is the ethical philosophy of | 


Christianity—a philosophy carried into effect by the teachings and actions 
of certain branches of the Church! The idleness of a conventual life is 
elevated into a state of sanctity by Roman Catholics and by so-called 
Protestants who think like them. What was even the teaching of the 
New Testament? ‘“ Consider the lilies of the field, They do not toil 
neither do they spin.” How much more rea! religious philosophy and true 
reverence were breathed in the dictum of the rough soldier in time of war: 
“Trust to Providence, and keep your powder dry!” So also the idle 
Mary is praised while the useful Manrma is blamed, Nor is this all. The 


whvle of Christian ethical’ philosophy hinges on the promised reward of an } 


after-life. The whole of Jewish ethical philosopy centres purely and simply 
on the Love of Gop, “ And thou shalt love Him with al] thy heart, with 
all thy soul, with ell thy means.” This have we to teach diligently to our 
children ; this have we to think of in the active hours of the day and the 
wakeful hours of the night. The joys of marriage and the “tender 
charities” of family life are elements of the Jow’s religious ethics, Can 
this ve true of the people whose Leader bid them leave husband wife 
parent and child, and follow him? gThe juridical ethics of each creed 
respectively differ broadly, The Jew is taught that the stern 
laws of retribution can alone fence the fair fabric of society 
against the advances of resolute crime; and those laws therefore merci- 
fully defend the weak against the strong, and protect property 
by that unquestionable appeal to the selfishness of the thief which 
takes the form of retribution ;—while the Christian is taught forgiveness 


_ of immorality and encouragement of violence ; and therefore a trifling 


theft by a child or ignorant youth is punished with frightful severity —the 
lash or the hulks—while the stalwart ruffian who mutilates his wife and 
almost tears the life from his children goes practically unpunished! We 
will not muitiply instances, These things are very unpalatable, but they 


have at least the advantage of being true. Of coarse though there is in - 


some respects more difference between the ethics of modern Chris- 
tianity and those of Judaism, than between the ethics of Islam and those 
of Jadaism: though there may even be much in common between the 
ethics of Japan (in some respects more civilised than Christendom) and 
those of Judaism: yet there is not sufficient approach to uniformity to 
justify the notion that an educationalist, however distinguished, could teach 


an ethical philosophy that would embrace such discordant teachings and 


divergent schools of thought.’ Was not really the dominant idea ir the 
mind both of the éducationalist who made the remark and of our contributor 
who refers to it—that each, being a sound believing Jew, considers that the 
ethics of Judaism should be the ethics of all religions of the civilized world ? 
How weak an epigram becomes when gauged by the sharp test of analy- 
tical definition ! 

But our able correspondent even tells us that this common 
ethical teaching may be developed by the teaching of the Decalogue. 
Developed! About as easily as one can develop a pear tree from a mustard 


seed, or a silkworm from an eagle’s egg! Which article of the Decalogue. 
js to be the basis of a common teaching for instance between Jew and Chris- 


tian, or between Jew and Mussulman? Isit the first commandment which 
proclaims an absolute unmitigated Unity which the Christian denies? Is it 
the fourth commandment which enjoins a seventh day Sabbath—inter. 


. preted as a day of rest—a day of holy joy and delight; and which is held 


by the Christian as meaning a first day Sabbath, a day of asceticism among 
one section of Christians and of racketing among another; and which is 
interpreted by the Mussulman as referring to the sixth day of the week— 
while all Mussulmans and almost all sects of Christians unite in working 
their servants and horses on that day—especially among the wealthy ?: Or 
is it the fifth commandment which leads the grey-haired Jew to follow the 
nstitutions of his faith and to teach them to his children because his father 


and his mother, long since dead in their graves, loved them; and which the — 


Christian conceives does not interfere with his forming conclus‘ons evolved 
from the empty conceits of his own inner consciousne s? Or is it the sixth 
commandment which envelopes human life with a sanctity which it never pos- 
sessed in the eyes of Christians who sacrifice it as an offering on the altar of 


Proselytization anda tribute to circumstantial evidence; who sacrificeit in the 


holocaust of aggressive and ambitious warfare and for offences for which 
the Atmicuty Himself prescribed milder and more appropriate retribution ? 
Or is it the seventh commandment which is impossible of the same inter- 


pretation or the same moral teaching amongst Jews whose marriage law is 


based on the Heavenly Revelation of the Bible, intensified by the Heavenly 
Revelation of Natural Affinities; as amongst Christians whose ‘marriage 
law is based on man-made and capricious legi-lation ? 


No. Let us pause. We cannot yet be Missionaries or Univer- 


salists in this sense. Let us for a while educate the world by the 


silent teaching of example. The great principles of Judaism will not 
cease to permeate the world—unaided by our efforts—just as, withont our 
efforts, the sunlight permeates the world. That light calls forth the flower 
from the hidden seed though we see not the actinic ray which pierces the 
mould, So, with our faith, 

Let us educate our children for the sake of that faith, But let us 
educate them wisely, Alas! we Jews have not yet reached the acme of edaca- 
tional perfection and Jrucupau bas done wisely in calling our attention to 
our deficiencies. But the remedy should be as prodent as the evil ig clear. 
A great work has yet to be done. Pablic opinion has yet to be edi- 
cated to a sense of its importance. The device of a great educational 
institution in London is the single word—Paulatim /

OUR SMYRNA LETTER, 


SMYRNA, 277TH, 1874, 
[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. | : 


During the Greek Easter Holydays some troubles took place between 
the Greeks and Jews at Vourla and Adalia, but fortunately they were 
checked before they took a more serious tarn, Mr. Alexander Sidi, the 
president of the local committee of the Anglo-Jewish Assuciation at once 
applied to His Excellency Hamdy Pacha, the Governor-General, who 
came to the help of our persecuted brethren at Vourla, and thus puta stop 
to disturbances in that place, almost before they were fally known here, 
At Adalia matters were rather more grave, and our brethren wonld have 
undoubtedly suffered a great deal more than they did, were it not for the 
efficacious intervention of Mr. William Wilkin, Director of the Adalia 
Branch of the Imperial Ottoman Bank, who surmounted the greatest 
difficulties, and by embracing openly the cause of the Jews, ran the risk 
of being assassinated by the fnrious fanatics. | 

Mr. Alexander Sidi thanked Mr. Wilkin in the name of the Jewish 
community, for his disinterested behaviour and sent him a grateful 
and beautifully worded letter, signed by himself and the Chief Rabbi 
through Mr. R. W. Camberbatch, H. B. Majesty’s Consul in Smyrna, 

I am happy to tell you that all the tronbles have been quite appeased, 
and we are enjoying the benefit of undisturbed peace. I am likewise happy 
to apprize you that Baron G. de Morpourgo of Trieste sent through 
the Austro-Hungarian Consul, the sum of £95 5s., as a contribution from 
himself and friends in Trieste, for building our new hospital, already 
begun by the generous douation of Baron de Rothschild of Vienna, 


CONFLICTS BETWEEN JEWS AND GREEKS NEAR 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 


The Levant Herald of the 8th inst:, gives full particulars of the con- 
flicts between Greeks and Jews at the Phanar near Constantinople, a brief 
notice of which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle of the 10th inst. Our 
contemporary says :-— 


The miserable traditionary superstition prevalent amongst the lower class 
of Greeks that Jews are in the habit of inveigling away Christian children to 
torture and kill them, and use their blood in religious ceremonies, had led to 
serious disturbances in Stamboul between the Greek population of the Phanar 
and the Israelite inhabitants of the adjacent suburb of Balata. | Early last week, 
a little boy of eight years of age, the only child of poor Greek parents in the 
Phanar, disappeared, and no trace could be found of him until Thursday, when 
his body was discovered washed ashore near the house of a wealthy Israelite; a 
jeweller, on the Golden Horn, close by Balata, The boy was said to have been 
flying a kite in the vicinity of this house on the morning of the day on which 
he was missed, and certain contusions and wounds discovered on his body gave 
rise to a popular impression that he had been mutilated. The unhappy mother 
of the child and a large body of people from the Phanar beset the house of a 
jeweller, and created such a tumult that the police interfered ard dispersed the 
crowd with the assurance that a medical examination should be made and a - 
strict inquiry at once instituted. The result, we believe, was to show that the 
child in all probability lost his life by accidentally falling into the water, and 
that the disfigurements on the body were such as would be likely to be found 
upon a corpse which had been floating about in that part of the Golden Horn for 
for two or three days. ‘Lhe popular feeling, however had been aroused and was 
not to be appeased, On Sunday morning, a dead set was made upon the Jews 
of Balata by the lower of the population of the Phanar ; the disturbances reached 
a serious pitch, number were wounded on one side and the other, and the chief 
of the police at the Phanar finding that he had not zaptiehs enough to quell the 
riot sent to head-quarters for more men. Husni Pasha, the Minister of Police 
at once proceeded to the spot himself at the head of a large force of mounted 
gendarmerie, and eventually the combatants were separatad and order restored, 
but great excitement still prevails in both suburbs. Upwards of thirty arrests 
were made.—Since the preceding paragraph was written scenes of disturbance 
have taken place in various part of the city. At Galata and along the Golden 
Horn the Greek sailors have fallen upon all the Jews within their reach and 
seriously maltreated them. ‘The rioting at one time on Monday assumed rather 
a grave aspect, and Agop Effendi, the caimacam of Galata, with a large body of 
police arrested about twenty of the assailants. Fighting has been going on also 
between the Greeks and the Jews at Hasskeui, and even in Pera some individual! 
cases of assault have taken place. The suburbs of the Phanar and Balata are 
constantly patrolled by strong bodies of police, end all the cafés and public- 
houses in those quarters have been temporarily closed. A fierce fight took place 
on Monday between the young Greek and Jew boys employed in the tobacco 
factory of the Regie at Starnboul, and a number of them were removed by the 
police to the Zaptieh.

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OUR AUSTRALIAN LETTER. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDEST. | 


MELBOURNE, May 18th, 1874, 


When I last dispatched my budget of news to England, we were in 
the very throes of great political excitement, on the very eve of battle, as 
it were, for on the day following the deperture of the mail, the third batch 
of our general elections was to commence, In order not to tire your 
numerous readers, I will not enter into details anent the elections, except 
to give you a few particulars of the fate which befel the several Jewish 
candidates for parliamentary honours, My forbearance 1s prompted by the 
remembrance of the fact that itis only recently you emerged from a 
general election, into which you were plunged by Mr. Gladstone, who was 
promptly visited with dire puvishment for his injudicions act. With this 
subject therefore—not Gladstone, but the general election—you must be 
familiar ad nauseam. As I have already informed you, much of the 
excitement in our immediate vicinity, which happily has now abated, was 
occasioned by the candidatare of Mr. E. F. Sichel for one of the two seats 
in West Melbourne. This was Mr. Sichel’s début in political life, and he 
came out with all the freshness and vigour of a new man. His speeches 
evinced much ability and deep thought, and his opinions were entirely in 
union with the great majority of the constituency which he thought to 
represent. But, unfortunately for himself he is not a popular man in the 
sense of being all things to all men, nor has he ever so thoroughly iden ‘ified 
himself with the members of his faith, as to cause them to fight his 
battle “with all their heart, with all their soul and wish all their might.” 
That and the bad organization of his forces on the day of election lost him 
the battle ; for when the result of the poll was declared, Mr. Sichel was 
found to be third on the list, with 122 votes behind the second man, In 
East Melbourne things were of an entirely different nature. The Hon. 
Edward Cohen, the ever-popular Commissioner of Customs—popnlar among 
Christians as well as in his own community—was re-elected at the head of 
the poll by a majority of nearly 500 over the candidate chosen for the 
second seat. Mr, Nathaniel Levi, who also sought to represent this consti- 
tuency, cut a very sorry figure indeed at the poll; his case was hopeless from 


the first; and it was and eyer will remain a mystery why he did put up for 


senatorial fame. He certainly never had the ghost of a chance of getting 
in. This gentleman, by-the-bye, is about returning to England. He bas 
been an active and withal useful man in the colony. We could better 
afford to spare many others. .The only other Jewish candidates were 
Messrs. Steinfeld and Dyte, for Ballarat East; both were defeated, the 
latter being nowhere in the running. The Jewish candidates were, as you 
see, on the whole beaten hollow. There have been several changes 
in the representation of the constituencies, and the, Victorian “ St. 
Stephens” will know many an old face no more, Parliament meets this 
at and in all probability the session will be en eventful one. 


I must crave your pardon for introducing another subject of which yon 
Londoners, I: believe, have had quite enough. The Sunday Trading 
Question has reached us here ; a man named Bukh having been summoned 
before the magistrates at Ballarat for working at his trade of boot-making 
on a Sunday. The summons was of course taken out under the silly act of 
Charles II.,—which, if I mistake not, has more than once been denounced 
in the columns of the Jewish Chronicle—and the magistrate had no option 
but to impose a fine on the man. The papers immediately took the case 
up and pointed out that Bukh was a Jew, and as a matter of course, did 
not regard Sonday in any way as holy, With ove exception all the papers 
have condemned the entire affair, The Argus, our principal daily, says :— 
‘®‘ We are fond of boasting of our religious liberty, and point to the removal 
of disabilities, as on evidence of our trust in the vitality of Christian 
principles and the ultimate triumph of Protestant truth. But where is 
our boasted religious equality while we retain the 29 Charles II., cap. 7, 
in our statute-book? During fifty-four days in every year, including 
Christmas Day and Good Friday, we forbid our Jewish fellow-subjects to 
carry on their lawfal callings—in other words, we handicap ‘their industry 
with other seven weeks and a half of enforced idleness in every twelve 

months,” The Ballarat Courier evidently imagines that the prosecution 
was a piece of spite against the Jews ; for it asks, ‘ how is it that this one 
man, whose Sabbath is the Saturday, should have been pounced upon, when 
there are hundreds of Christians in almost every street who might have 
been summoned, under 1 Elizabeth, cap. 2, for absenting themselves without 
lawful excuse from their parish church on Sunday, or under 29 Car. IT., 
for labouring on the Lord's day?” One of the country papers, whose 
specie! mission it is to break down all religious edifices, right or wrong, 
has a “stinging” article, in which it defends the Jews through thick and 
thin, 
Yesterday the East Melbourne Congregation or the “ Little Shool,” as 
it is sometimes called, held a meeting on some business connected with the

the folds of Judaism). I have failed to obtain exact particulars of what 
occurred, but I believe a protest was agreed to against the continuance of 
the system, I fail tosee where the protest can be of any avail: as the 
matter is purely an ecclesiastical one, and should be left to the consideration 
of the Chief Rabbi rather than to persons who cannot possibly understand 
the merits of the question. There is I believe something more behind the 
scenes than the general public are aware of; but on this point more anon.

Marks carried out his intention before he could be prevented by his friends, 
and sure enough on the following day his corpse was discovered near the 
place indicated in his letter. 


THE ALLIANCE ISRAELITE AND ITS SCHOOLS, 


The Jane bulletin of the Alliance Israelite is on the whole a very 
interesting pamphlet. The large number of fresh adhesions annoanced from 
month to month (in Jane there. were 378) must be extremely satisfactory 


‘tothe Executive of the Alliance, as this continued increase is.a sure 


evidence of the wide-spread interest taken in the institntion. The major 
portion of the bulletin is devoted to inieresting details concerning the prin- 
cipal schools in the East under the direction of the Alliance, and the visite 
paid to these establishments by Turkish functionaries and the representa- 
tives of the European powers. The examination of the pupils attending 
the school at Aleppo took place a couple of months ago in the presenée of 
Jewish notahilities and the Consuls of Germany and Sweden. The British 
and Russian Consuls amonyst others, have recently visited the school at 
Adrianople. AJ! the consular representatives in the city are favourably 
disposed towards the school, the Vice-Consul of France in particalar hav- 
ing promised to give his assistance to M. Bendelac, the Director. 

A public examination of the scholars at the Bagdad School, one of the 
most important proteqés of the Alliance, was held some oe back. A 
distinguished company evinced by their presence the interest they take in 
the work. Among the visitors were his Excellency Rais Pacha, Colonel 
Herbert, the British Resident Minister, the Turkish Consul, the General 
of Engineers, and other notabilities. Amongst other snbjects in which the 
pupils were examined were the Turkish, Arabian, and French languages, 
natural science, cosmography, geography, history, &c, 

The schovl at Tangiers has been visited by Baron de Gilich, German 
Minister in Morocco. His Excellency pointed out to the Director several 
improvements which, if carried out, would tend to increase the importance 
of the School, and requested the Director to send him the one mrest 
deserving and advanced of the poor pupils, whom he would attach to the 
This troly philanthropic act 
of the Baron is worthy of the highest praise. Sir John Drummond Hay, 
H.B.M. Minister at Tangiers, bas paid his first visit to the School, He 
examined the pupils and complimented them on their proficiency and good 
conduct. In concluding bis remarks he said; Children, I am about to 
leave for England, and shall have much pleasure in giving to the “ Board’’ 
(the Board of Deputies, we presume), an account of the progress which | 
see you are making. Continue to give satisfaction to your instractors, 
hope to your parents aud to the Society, and pride to the benevolent men 
who watch from afar cver you with paternal solicitade, My satisfaction 
you have acquired to-day; as a proof of this, 1 propose on my return to 
this place to send three works as prizes for the three amongst you who 
shall have distinguished themselves the most. This speech of the doyen of
